Taiillxv I'Liimcd that Kincaid 
iMvanu* his enemy b.-i-anse he was in 
strninental in havirjg him taken off 
the government p.\v roll as a "lalwrer," 
tho pla<'e lK>ing sulj let by Ivincaiil at 
a profit of several hnndn>d dollars. 
Taulboe wanted tho position for one 
of his constituents. Then came the 
scandal, which Kincaid wrote up for 
his paper. Taulbee was discovered 
hugging a pretty female clerk in one 
of the nooks of a dopartmaat office. 
The story got into the local papers, 
lAolbee being referred to as "a Ken- 
tuoky Oongressmou." Kincaid gave 
the name, in claimed iu justice to the 
other ten Ooogrsssiiiaa from &en- 
tacky. Since that time there had 
baanbad Mood batwaaa tbam and 
Taulbes hod probably traatedKinoaid 
in a manner oaknilated 4a euspsitate 
a man of spirit and self-respect Then 
came the tragedy which is for many 
reasons to be rsgretted. It is un 
fortunate that both parties were Ken< 
tuckions. Coming so soon upon the 
heels of the Lexington affair it is sure 
to do harm to the good name of Ken- 
tucky. Taulliee was a strong, vigor- 
ous, brainy :||ung mountaineer, of

THE CIGARETTE LAW. 

No doubt some of our storokoopers 
are unaware that the law prohibiting 
tlie Sttlo of cigiijcttus to minors is now 
hi full force. The bill, which was 
passed m Isjth houses, was promptly 
signed by the llowiiior. and is now a 
law of tlio land. Tline lia\e no doubt 
l»s'ii many viola' ivn.s, but in most 
ca.ses it has Ias'U dono iu ignorance. 
The grand jury, now hi aeaaion, has 
taken the mutter in hand and will 
make things lively for somobody. 
The hiw assumes (unjustly) that 
every man knows niiat t'lo laws of 
tho State are, and the pieu of ignor- 
ance of a new law hardly evi 
with the conaidaratiou it 
While thotiae of the cigarette is ao 
injurious to the health of all, eapecial- 
ly the youug, and the recent law 
should bo rigidly enforced, yet iu jus- 
tice to thoae who would not knowinK-- 
ly violate it, it u to be hoped that the 
grand jury will not be unduly exor- 
cised hi the matter, and at its present 
siltingdhvctita attention more par- 
ticuUrly to riolationB in another di 
rection. 

The manufaotofa of olgarettes in 
this country ia of much larger pro- 
portiona than mort people dream of. 
In fact it haa become one of the great 
mdustriee of this country and of tho 
world. Of course their uso is eom- 
mens^irate with their manufacture. 
Tho cigar trade is probably fifty per 
cont. lees thuu it was ton years ago. 
This is caused by many young men 
who smoke a great deal and l anuot 
afford to buy many cigars, falling 
back on the deteetablu cigaretta. The 
oheapneea of cigarettes bring them 
witUn the moans of every little urchin 
who can raise a uickle. To gaiu au 
idea of the extent of their us* hero 
one has only to walk alxiut our streets 
at night. Ho will seo Iwys in smoii 
stjuails, whoso ages range from six to 
Hixteen years, smoking their cigar- 
ettes with all llie eujoymeul of the 
man who liiuits himself to au ix'cas- 
ioual line cigar. Telling the l>oys 
that they are ruining their heallh is

several years, %ve were at at nil times 
happiir free from any mental exeite 
ment tJiat would disturb our reason. 
We write tliia a.s many readers who 
are not Christians nl.iy suppose that 
some strong mental delusion may 
have occasioned till' felj.iwinff narra- 
tion, while ue know A\e were never 
more in our sensi's at auy i.-orio'l of 
our life; 

"It was atwut the thinl or fourth day 

of our Hicknt>8s, while wo w ere pray- 
ing lo our Savior with no uiin-ii.il fiT- 
vor, but with the eoniinon assiirane** 
of His pnvsenoo, that we havo folt in 
prayer for lifly years, and with no 
fear or aiijiri'liension of ileatli wh.-it- 
ever.
